While the Alabama 
Law Enforcement Agency 
(ALEA) will continue to 
focus on dangerous driving 
behaviors such as speed- 
ing, following too closely 
and distracted driving, a 
top priority this year during 
‘Spring Break’ is impaired 
driving and the dangers of 
opioids. 

“Governor Kay Ivey an- 
nounced during the annual 
State of the State Address 
that she has tasked ALEA 
with combatting dangerous 
opioids such as Fentanyl, 
through the State’s Drug 
Task Force,” said ALEA 
Secretary Hal Taylor. “The 
opioid crisis is a growing 
issue across the nation, and 
it affects our communities, 
schools and our loved ones. 
I would like to reassure the 
citizens of Alabama that 
this a top priority of ALEA 
and we will continue to vi- 
ciously combat the opioid 
epidemic through all areas 
of law enforcement to pre- 
serve public safety. This 
includes targeted enforce- 
ment initiatives reducing 
both drug trafficking as well 
as impaired driving, in con- 
junction with educationak 
cam-paigns and community 
outreach programs.” 

Troopers along with Spe- 
cial Agents within ALEA’s 
State Bureau of Investiga- 
tion (SBI) regularly partner 
with local schools and other 
organizations such as Moth- 
ers Against Drunk Driv- 
ing (MADD), the Alabama 
Farmers Federation (ALFA) 
and the Alabama Alcohol- 
ic Beverage and Control 
(ABC) Board to conduct 
educational events across 
the state including the Fatal 
Vision Program, Operation 


paired and the consequenc- 
es of consuming alcohol and 
drugs. SBI utilizes goggles 
within its Fatal Vision pro- 
gram which simulate the ef- 
fects of two different types 
of impairment, one which 
simulates the impairment of 
drugs and the other alcohol. 
Since the beginning of the 
current fiscal year, ALEA 
Special Agents and Troop- 
ers have conducted 107 of 
these specialized commu- 
nity outreach events. 
Director of ALEA’s De- 
partment of Public Safety 
(DPS), Colonel Jon Archer 
said, “Driving while im- 
paired by any substance, le- 
gal or illegal, puts all motor- 
ists on Alabama roadways 
at risk. While spring break, 
prom and other seasonal ac- 
tivities are around the cor- 
ner, we encourage parents 
to take this opportunity to 


speak directly to their chil- 
dren about the dangers of 
opioids at parties or other 
social gatherings and have a 
real conversation about the 
dangers of driving while im- 
paired. To the students, we 
ask that you please ‘think 
smart before you start this 
spring break’ and speak up 
if you see a friend or loved 
one preparing to drive im- 
paired.” 

Many substances can im- 
pair driving, including al- 
cohol, marijuana, opioids, 
methamphetamines, or any 
potentially impairing drug— 
prescribed or over the coun- 
ter. Alcohol, marijuana, and 
other drugs can impair the 


ability to drive because they’ 
slow coordination, judg- | 


ment, and reaction times. 
Cocaine and methamphet- 
amine can lead to aggres- 
sive and reckless driving 


behaviors. 

Using two or more drugs 
at the same time, including 
alcohol, can amplify the im- 
pairing effects of each drug a 
person has consumed. Some 
prescription and even over- 
the-counter medicines can 
cause extreme drowsiness, 
dizziness, and have other 
side effects that diminish an 
individual's ability to safely 
op-erate a motor vehicle. 
Citizens should read and 
follow all warning labels 
before driving and note that 
warnings against “operating 
heavy machinery” include 
driving a vehicle.

City officials in Plymouth, England pulled a ‘first’ recent- 
ly. They hired tree cutters to fell a lot of downtown city 
trees RIGHT IN THE MIDDLE OF THE NIGHT because 
of ongoing public opposition to removing the trees. They 
were stopped from cutting more trees (after dropping 110 
of the stately trees) by a court injunction, served on them 
at 1:00 AM! Protesters who tried physically to stop any of 
the cutting were either driven back or arrested by an even 
larger group of police and specially hired security guards. 
The official reason for cutting the trees was they were 
trying to save downtown Plymouth. Protesters responded 
by suggesting the officials may have succeeded in doing 
what they claimed to be stopping. Reading the reports and 
amount of opposition that caused them to resort to middle- 
of-the-night work will make it impossible for any of those 
officials to ever be reelected to public office again (16,000 
area citizens had already signed petitions opposing the 
cutting of the trees). 


The official announcement last week about Elba’s new 
industry was exciting to most, if not all, local citizens. 
The transformer company will be located in the former 
Hickman Moving and Storage facility on Industrial Blvd. 
as soon as the renovation work is completed. Local folks 
should express gratitude to all those involved with the 
efforts that resulted in those folks moving to Elba.

Fentanyl is considered 
a powerful synthetic (lab- 
made) opioid that is FDA- 
approved to treat severe 
pain related to surgery or 
complex pain conditions. 
Over the past decade, fen- 
tanyl that is made and dis- 
tributed illegally and other 
illegally made synthetic 
opioids are increasingly be- 
ing found in the drug sup-

tion or enzyme replacement 
therapy may be effective 
for treating-ADA-SCID if 
started early. 

Close coordination is 
needed for newborn screen- 
ing follow-up. For these 
two conditions, the ADPH 
is partnering with the 
University of Alabama at 
Birmingham to evaluate and 
to confirm diagnosis, and 
ADPH provides informa- 
tion to healthcare providers 
and families for appropriate 
treatment. 

The ADPH Bureau of 
Clinical Laboratories is the 
sole provider of blood anal- 
ysis of newborn screening 
in Alabama. The Alabama 
Newborn Screening 
Program identifies 150-200 
babies each year with a met- 
abolic, endocrine, hemato- 
logical or other congenital 
disorder. These babies usu- 
ally look and act healthy at 
birth.

PASTOR’S CORNER

“God's Word offers specific instructions, illustrations, 
and examples (specifically that of Jesus’ life) on how 
Christians should treat others. We know to take care of 
orphans and widows. Our good works are not reserved for 
these alone; Jesus reminds us to not only love God, but 
also our neighbor in Luke 10. 

The parable of the good Samaritan reveals that anyone 
and everyone is our neighbor. Additionally, Matthew 25 
identifies a few ways we can serve our neighbors in Jesus’ 
parable about the sheep and the goats. 

As a reminder, Matthew 25:34-36 reads, “Then the 
King will say to those on his right, ‘Come, you who are 
blessed by my Father; take your inheritance, the kingdom 
prepared for you since the creation of the world. For I was 
hungry and you gave me something to eat, I was thirsty 
and you gave me something to drink, I was a stranger and 
you invited me in, I needed clothes and you clothed me, I 
was sick and you looked after me, I was in prison and you 
came to visit me.” 

A friend and I recently had an opportunity to visit with 
an elderly couple. I was reminded of a few of these passag- 
es as we fellowshipped together. We sometimes overcom- 
plicate what it means to do “for the least of these” as Jesus 
goes on to identify those in need. We think doing for these 
involves opening our homes to strangers or visiting prison; 
while God can prompt one to do such things, the above is 
not an exhaustive list. The King’s reply in Matthew 25:40 
begins with, “Truly I tell you, WHATEVER you did...” 

You see, God can use you to make a difference in the life 
of another in too many ways to count. It is up to us to seek 
the Lord’s will in each situation. He will help you discern 
how to best love/serve Him through your loving/serving 
others. Take time to call that person you haven’t heard 
from lately to remind them they are loved. Invite someone 
to lunch. Bake someone cookies. Ask if you can pray for 
them. This is just a reminder that we should be known by 
our love (John 13:35). Love family, friends, and strangers 
because they are all your neighbors.
